TAIWANESE HELD IN CAIRNS FOR ILLEGAL FISHING ACTIVITY

[Text] Cairns.-~The master and crew of a Taiwanese fishing boat were reman- 
ded in custody yesterday on illegal fishing charges. 


The men appeared in the Cairns Magistixate's Court, where the boat's master 
also faced three charges over an atterpt to escape from Australian waters on 
Christmas Day. They were remanded until January 25. 


The master, Ching Guey Hwing, 48 faces a charge of fishing illegally in Aus- 
tralian waters in November, a charge of wilful damage to the patrol boat 
Townsville, and two charges of leaving port without authority and failing to 
facilitate boarding. 


The remaining 14 crew members and a cabin boy, 16, were charged with aiding 
him to fish illegally in Australian waters. 


The three charges relating to the Christmas Day incident arose after the Tai- 
wanese boat, the Yuan Tsan, sailed from Cairns Harbor. 


The fleeing boat was chased by the Townsville, which was on stand-by in 
Cairns. 


The Crown Prosecutor, Mr Ian Bates, said it was alleged the Townsville had 
opened fire on the aiwanese boat. 


He said the Yuan Tsan had set a collision course for the Townsville and eva- 
sive action resulted in the Townsville sustaining only minor damage. 


Mr Bates said that if the Townsville had not taken evasive action, the Taiwan- 
ese boat would have holed the naval ship. 


Mr Bates said the maximum penalty for the wilful damage was 12 months’ jail 
and a $200 fine. 


He said the charges under the Fisheries Act each carried a maximum penalty of 


$1000 and the original charge of illegal fivhing carried a maximum penalty of 
$5000.

DRILLING RIG SOUGHT--Six oil exploration companies are negotiating for a new 
drilling rig, being built overseas, to carry out offshore drilling around New 
Zealand. The rig is expected to arrive in New Zealand near the end of next 
year. The Minister of Energy, Mr Birch, said the negotiations should be fin- 
ished before the end of this month. Petrocorp (Exploration) will act as the 
prime contractor. Mr Birch said the rig was designed for work in a harsh en- 
vironment, would be able to drill to 7500 metres, and was ideally suited to 
New Zealand requirements.

OF FSHORE OIL HUNT--Oil exploration off the Taranaki coast could resume touards 
the end of 1983, with a number of companies banding together to hire 4 sub- 
mersible drilling rig now being built overseas. The Taranaki commission would 
be the rig's first and would last for about two years, the Minister of Eneray, 
Mr Birch, said. The state-owned Petrocorp Exploration wouid be the main con- 
tractor, but a total of six firms granted prospectiny licences in 4 recent 
block offer off Taranaki were involved in negotiations, and would use the rig. 
These negotiations were expected to be finished within three weeks. Mr Birch 
said the rig could drill to a depth of 7500 metres. Holders of prospecting 
licences were carrying out seismic surveys which would keep them busy until 
the drilling programme began.

TUNA BOATS LEAVING--Tuna boats may not return to Northland next year after 
missing out on large catches this season. Only six of the 12 boats docked at 
Whangarei last season returned this year. The problem was the late arrival 

of the tuna, according to a fisheries scientist at Whangarei, Mr George Haib. 
The boats had arrived about two months avo, but the first large groups of tuna 
had not arrived until this week, My Habib said. At this stage the boats were 
scheduled to be in the western Pacific. Three had already left. “Many of the 
boats will consider not coming back next year,” he said. The boats were op~ 
erated under joint-venture schemes.

FISHERMEN RELEASED BY INDIA--All of the 129 Thai fishermen confined by the 
Indian authorities have been released on bail, but their 5 trawlers are still 
confiscated. Deputy Agriculture and Cooperatives Minister Bun-ua Prasoetswan 
says that the fishermen have been set free after the Thai delegation paid 
5,200 bah« for each of them. They will be put on trial later in the Indian 
court. The Thai fishermen were arrested by Indian guards last month after 
they entered Indian waters for shelter during a cyclone. The deputy agri- 
culture minister says that next year India will take tough measures against 
foreign fishermen who enter its waters. As a precaution, Thai fishermen will 
be cautioned against India’s tough measures.

OIL SLICK FINE--The master of the container ship Acadian Victory, was fined 
$1,090 in magistrates court yesterday for dumping oil in St. George's fiarbour. 
Crown Council Mr. Ian Kawaley, prosecuting, saic on “anuary 15 Marine Folice 
received information of an oil slick at Marginal Wharf, St. David's where the 
Acadian Victory was berthed. Mr. Kawaley said the ship's master, Sylvester 
Fortin, was contacted and admitted his ship ceused the slick when engineers 
forgot to shut off pumps when transferring the diesel. Mr. Kawaley said Dr. 
Thomas Sleeter, of the Bermuda Biological Station, examined the slick and said 
it had minimal impact on the marine environment and showed no apparent danger 
to the wildlife. Mr. Sleeter said that these types of spills, however, did 
threaten the environment over long periods of time. Senior Magistrate the Wor. 
Gerald Price said that as the slick caused minimal damage to the environment 
and was cleaned up easily he would treet it the same way as the slick caused 
by the ‘Sea Scout’ a couple of weeks before. “Yet ‘f ships continue to do this 
the court may have to increase the fines,” said Mr. Price. [Hamilton THE ROYAL

FISHING WARDENS--The Department cf Fisheries is taking steps to better protect 
Bermuda's marine resources, Fistories Departme.t Director Dr. James Burnett- 
Herkes said yesterday. “There in a finite st.allow water environment out there, 
and the resources are being heavily fished. Unless we do something we may well 
run out of them,” waid Dr. Burnett-Herkes. As a result, the Department is now 
advertising for two fish wardens to enforce existing requlations under the 1972 
Fisheries Act, and better educate the public and fishermen about what they can 
and cannot take out of the ocean. “One cf the things the Department has been 
criticised for has been that reguiations exist, but there was very little done 
to enforce them,” said Dr. Burnett-Herkes. “These positions are dosigned to 
better enforce the regulations, and also give us the ability to carry vut edu- 
cational programmes for the public and fishing people themselves.” The two 
successful candidates will enforce and impart information concerning various 
fishing seasons, protected species, an’ licencing of fish pots, among other 
things. There is currently one fishing warden, but ne also doubles as a fish- 
ing gear technician. It is hoped that he will be able to work full-time on the

CARAZO SAYS NO MORE TUNA TALKS WITH U.S.

[(William Cespedes) Report from the Presidential Palace] 


[Text] President Rodrigo Carazo has informed U.S. President Ronald Reagan that 
the Costa Rican government will not continue negotiations with the United States 
regarding the protection, conservation and exploitation of the yellow-fin tuna 
in Cesta Rican coastal waters until the United States recognizes Costa Rica's 
sovereignty over 200 miles of adjacent seas. 


A letter addressed to Ronald Reagan and personally handed to the U.S. ambassa- 
dor by President Carazo here in the Presidential Palace states: Every time 
representatives of our two governments begin analyses to reach an agreement on 
tuna, the U.S. delegates point out your opposition to our country's rights over 
200 miles of seas adjacent to Costa Rica. 


Our constitution provides in Article 6 fcr quote, special jurisdictio: over the 
seas adjacent to its territory for an extension of 200 miles from the same base- 
line, in order to exclusively protect, conserve and exploit all the natural 
resources and wealth existing in those waters, unquote. 


Regarding your request to resume negotiations in April, 1982, on tuna fishing, 

submitted through Ambassador (Crom Miller), I hereby inform you that my govern- 
ment will not agree to continue negotiations unless there is prior recognition 

by the U.S. Government of our constitutional rights over 200 miles of adjacent 

seas. 


President Carazo concludes his note to U.S. President Ronald Reagan by saying: 
Negotiations underway in Costa Rica to arrive at a definitive agreement on the 
exploitation, conservation and preservation [as heard] of the yellow-fin tuna 

in Costa Rican territorial waters and in coastal waters of the western Pacific 
were broken off 1 week ago It was not possible to reach an agreement because 
the United States indicated on that occasion and has since reiterated in writing 
that it does not recognize Costa Rican sovereignty over 200 miles of waters. 


President Carazo has now clearly established that Costa Rica will not nego- 
tiate further with the United States.
